Flect. . : 
result is certainly not breath-taking, and it is still too . 
early to make any responsible forcast whether the pre- 
sent conference will develop into success, or end in a 


failure. 

While the real topics lie 
ahead, optimism in Paris is al- 
ready detected regarding a gen- 
erat settlement by the victorious 
powers of the post-war destinies 
of the world, Such optimism 1s 
based on the decisions to refer 
both the question of Italy ef 
ibility to pay repardtions and 
division of the Italian Fleet to 
committees of experts, since this 
representa two concessions by 
the Soviot Government, if the 
earlier reports of cut and dried 
Russian claims in both these 
fields were correct. . 

So fir, no well defined roles 
have emerged in the conference, 
The Sovict delegation, it is true, 
made conciliatory gestures in 
ndmitting France to the confer- 
ence table for thé Balkan dis- 

‘euarniona and agreeing to watve- 
ths hard reparations and naval 
claims against Italy in favour 
of a jaint investigation into her 
capacity to pay up.

The Communists asked for 
provisions for the extra 1,600, 
who ‘were not to be sent north 
but concentrated at Bias Bay 
preliminary to repatriation to 
their homes in this province. 

Nationalists said they believed 
these mon might become a nu- 
cleus for future ‘Communist ac- 
tivities in South China, although 
Lino ‘Taeng-chi, Communist re- 
presentative, gave assuyance 
that. after the transfor of the 
East River column ‘to the north 
the Communists would give up 
all political atrugele in Kwang- 
tung.

“Perhaps at some distant 
date, when our, grandchildren, 
our children’s "grandchildren, 
offer a baggar in France or Hol- 
Iand a crumb of‘bread, that 
begear will refuse it, saying, "I 
take no bread from the hand 
that is stained with the blood 
of 6,000,000 Jews’. 


“Let the Germans not forget 
that 6,000,000 people were done 
to death according to plan— 
done to death deliberately, hung- 
ed, gussed, shot, beaten.
